Given a temporary appointment 
as meat inspector for the Board 
of Health of Kingston on April 
26, 1930, Dr. Poley shortly after- 
ward was appointed to that posi- 
tion permanently and held the 
job until Ills death. 
With the 
transfer of the Board of Health to 
Ulster county on January 1, 1947, 
Dr. Poley remained as meat in- 
spector in city employ but worked 
under the general administration 
of the Ulster County Department 
of Health. 


Dr. George James, county health 
commissioner said today that Dr. 
Poley was always very coopera- 
tive with the county /board and 
did "a good job as meat inspec- 
tor." 


Several years ago Dr. Poley 
purchased tho house at 450 Al- 
bany 
avenue, 
where he main- 
tained his offices and home at the 
time of his death. He was plan- 
ning to erect an adjoining build- 
ing at 452-454 Albany avenue to 
use as a dog hospital, and ob- 
tained a building permit for that 
purpose last month. 


During his career, he performed

'Door Always Open' 


"The door of my office Is always 


open to any of our citizens who 
want to discuss the tax situation,"

"Under the law of the stat* 


of New York all properties are- 
supposed to be assessed at their 
full market value at Iho time of 
assessment, or at 100 per cent of 
their value. At present Kingston 
is not complying with the law and 
is penalized thereby.

Hack In the 19<I4 campaign, Tom Desvcy was 


faced by a dilemma. He had information which 
would embarrass Mr. Roosevelt during a campaign 
but which also might have been detrimental lo the 
conduct of the war. II ..is possible that; had he ex- 
posed thai information to tho public view, he 
might have been elected President of the United 
States. George Marshall, then Chief of Staff, was 
uwaru that Dewey possessed this information. He 
sent a colonel to intercept Dewey in Oklahoma, re- 
quest Ing him not lo use it in the national interest. 
Dewey, without making any agreement, accepted 
lhe word of the Chief of Staff on the conduct of 
Ihe war. The Japanese Purple Code was the issue— 
Deivey knew lhat uv had broken it; Ibo Jap- 
anese apparently did nol. In the end, Dewey said 
nothing about the conduct of Ihe wnr and left 
himself without a major issue--the worst of which 
we are now beginning lo learn. 


Again, at the lime of Dumbarton Oaks, it; was 


being pl,anned to form an agreement for the Three 
Powers ID rule Ihe world. This Dewey denounced 


! as laying I hi: foundation for future trouble because 


il would be an unjust peace. At lhe suggestion of 
Cordcll Hull, Secretary of State, Dewey appointed 
John Foster Dulles ID represent him in working 
out policies which would be acceptable lo both 
political parlies and which would present; to thc 
world a united front. Thc results of these con- 
ferences have been cal.lod lhe Bipartisan Foreign 
Policy. 


Whenever the Bipartisan Foreign Policy was 


adhered lo by tlr? Administration, it served the 
country well. John Foster Dulles and Senator Ar- 
thur V'andenberg had a large voice in determining 
policy at Dumbarton Oaks, at San Francisco and 
at other international conferences. 


However, in other matters, otitsidr. of l.hc in- 


ternational conferences, there has been no Bi- 
partisan Foreign Policy. The Administration acted

Poison Ivy 


When summertime comes along 


the desire to take 
to the open 


road becomes strong. Everything 
is fresh and new and alive. We 
want to sit in the grass, climb a 
tree or pick flowers. 


Well, there's one flower or plant 


it's a good idea to be on the look 
out for in order to avoid—and its 
name will tell you why—poison 
ivy. 


It's a pretty 
thing and gets 


around wherever you do—along 
roadsides, in picnic grounds and 
recreational areas, on tree trunks 
(it's a clinging vine) and fences. 
It's easily spotted, having throe- 
part leaves, usually red and green, 
svhich are smooth and glossy. 


If you get too close 
to this 


plant you will soon know. What- 
ever part of your skin has rubbed 
against it will suddenly itch, get 
red and burn. Blisters may break 
out. 


If it's a bad case, you should see 


a doctor. But in the meantime, or 
if the case is mild, you can wash 
the exposed area with a strong 
laundry soap, which will remove 
the oily resins causing the irrita- 
tion. Don't use toilet soap—it's too 
mild; don't use cold creams 
or 


ointments—they can be 
harm- 


ful. 


Poison ivy usually 
lasts ten 


days or three weeks, depending 
on the severity of the case. 


Less well-known than 
poison 


ivy, but somewhat more severe in 
its effects, is poison sumac. This 
plant is found in swamps and bogs,
